Spur Road is a south-facing basalt crag. Like Mt Horrible, it has many good natural gear lines between 
10 and 15m high with plenty of options for protection. The rock has rounded edges, which make great 
holds and there are plenty of cracks. 

These cliffs are a remnant of the last lava flows in the South Island, which drained out to the sea near 
Timaru. Volcanic rock is quite unusual in this area, as most of South Canterbury is underlaid with lime¬ 
stone and soft sandstone. 


North ofTimaru, turn inland onto 
Washdyke Flat Rd (just south of 
the SH8 turn-off to Mt Cook). This road 
leads to an intersection with Spur Rd. 
Follow Spur Rd for 4km to a sweeping cor¬ 
ner (100m before the turnoff to Kings Rd).
